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PHI'S  ADDRESS 

Whatever  breezy  optimism  may  have  informed  Class  Dav  speeches  former- 
ly, this  year,  certainly,  is  not  one  in  which  to  proclaim  that  all  is  well  with 
the  world.  The  conventional  note  in  the  past  has  been,  "Go  forth.  young 
men  and  women,  into  a  future  full  of  opportunities  for  those  ready  to  seize 
them."  The  conventional  symbol  has  been  the  wide  road  upon  which  youth 
marches  steadily  forward  into  the  sunlight  —  into  a  world  full  of  promise. 

For  us  today  such  agreeable  conventions  would  be  travesties  of  the  truth. 
Who  can  sav  what  the  future  holds  for  the  Class  of  1942,  or  what  the  world 
of  tomorrow  may  be?  It  becomes,  then,  our  difficult  task  to  steer  between  a 
shallow  optimism  that  refuses  to  face  reality  and  a  defeatism  which  would 
tempt  us  to  brood  on  the  futility  of  effort.  We  must  somehow  keep  within 
ourselves  a  heroic  faith  in  quiet  unremitting  labor  to  preserve  our  institutions 
and  customs. 

In  our  vears  in  school  we  have  learned  to  value  our  cultural  traditions. 
We  have  also  learned  that  we  cannot  rest  in  passive  acceptance  of  that  heri- 
tage; it  can  be  ours  only  through  our  own  efforts.  And  thev  must  extend 
bevond  physical  struggle  and  endurance.  War  is  not  an  end  in  itself  but  a 
means.    In  the  immediacy  of  the  means,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  end. 

"Whoever  loves  men  must  perceive  within  himself,  as  an  absolute  duty, 
the  need  of  working  to  make  them  less  unhappy  and  the  world  less  vile." 
Stated  in  more  positive  terms,  Papini's  words  suggest  the  establishment  of 
the  good  societv  in  which  the  good  life  is  an  imitation  of  God.  and  men  are 
capable  of  brotherhood.  But  in  the  splendor  of  this  ideal  we  must  never, 
as  Gerald  Vann  points  out,  forget  that  "Reconstruction  of  character  must 
precede  reconstruction  of  society.  We  must  be  good  before  we  can  do  good, 
be  real  before  we  can  accomplish  real  things."  Even  if  we  are  disheartened, 
even  if  we  go  down  in  defeat,  it  doesn't  matter.  If  thev  are  good,  our  ideals 
will  triumph  in  the  end.

In  vears  to  come  pupils  who  keep  their  copies  of 
"The  Tattler"  will  find  them  interesting  souvenirs  of  their 
school  da  vs.

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The  members  of  the  business  staff  have  main'  details 
to  which  to  attend.  Thev  receive  and  check  the  monev 
turned  in  by  the  representatives,  balance  the  various  room 
accounts  to  make  sure  the  total  monev  received  equals 
number  of  subscriptions,  and  finallv,  they  supervise  the 
the  distribution  of  the  Tattler  —  the  most  pleasant  task 
of  all.
